• Group 11, claim(s) 15-19, drawn to a sterilizing water generator including the technical 
features of core installed within a container, the core including a frame, first and second 
platinum plate meshes, and an insulating plate. 

• Group 111, claim(s) 22-26, drawn to a sterilized water supplying system including the 
technical features of a fikration unit, a core including positive and negative terminal of 
platinum plate mesh, a water storage tank storing the water sterilized by the core, and a 
power source/controlled unit. 

• Group IV, claim(s) 42-44, drawn to an underwater discharge core including the technical 
features of a frame including a rectangular opening, a first platinum plated mesh with X-axis 
bars and a second platinum plated mesh with Y-axis bars. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept
